I  herewith  submit  rny  Annual  Report  on  the  work  J 
tlie  Health  Department  and  Hospitals  during  the  yeq 
1922.  I 

The  principal  item  of  the  year’s  work  has  been  till 

preparatory  work  for  dealing  with  the  largest  of  our  tw  j 
slum  areas,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  the  Council  have  expressed 
their  approval  of  the  reconstruction  of  this  area.  Th  j 
great  scarcity  of  houses  has  rendered  it  almost  impossible 
to  take  any  measures  for  a  permanent  improvement  in  th 
housing  conditions,  the  removal  of  nuisances  as  they  occu! 
being  the  only  alleviating  measure  which  could  be  carried 
out.  Financial  circumstances,  due  to  the  bad  trade  in  th  I 
town,  has  prevented  many  owners  of  property  from  makirJi 
improvements  which  they  would  desire  to  see  carried  out 
On  the  other  hand,  the  scarcity  of  houses  has  enablec 
certain  persons  to  make  large  profits  by  dividing  up  cottagf, 
houses  into  furnished  rooms,  and  letting  them  at  exorbitant 
rents. 

A  large  number  of  nuisances  and  defective  conditions 
have,  however,  in  spite  of  the  adverse  circumstances,  beer 
remedied.  The  work  in  connection  with  the  Infant  Welfare 
has  gradually  increased,  and  the  instruction  given  at  the 
centres  seems  to  be  much  appreciated. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  confidence,  and  also  to  the 
members  of  my  staff  for  their  ready  and  loyal  assistance.

The  natural  conditions  of  the  Borough  have  been  give 
in  previous  Reports  fairly  fully  and  do  not  need  reiterating 
in  the  present  Report. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Owing  to  trade  disputes  and  the  shortage  of  wort 
throughout  the  year,  in  both  the  cotton  and  iron  trades! 
there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  unemployment  in  tli  | 
Borough,  and  many  families  have  had  to  subsist  on  th 
unemployment  pay,  or  upon  an  allowance  by  the  Guardians 
Considering  the  large  number  out  of  work,  it  is  remarkabl 
how  few  families  have  sought  assistance  from  school  meals 
milk  supply,  &c.  Another  point  has  been  noticed  by  thos 
connected  with  schemes  for  the  unemployed,  is  that  I 
large  number  of  those  who  have  been  out  of  work  aw 
living  on  the  unemployment  pay,  have  physically 
deteriorated,  and  are  unable  to  do  the  work  which  has  beei 
found  for  them.  Several  schemes  have,  in  common  wit! 
most  towns,  been  put  in  hand  to  find  work  for  thos* 
needing  it. 

In  addition  to  the  above  trades,  one  colliery  company 
owing  to  their  long  continued  loss,  closed  their  pits  and 
thus  threw  out  of  work  the  men  engaged  there. 

POPULATION. 

As  almost  all  the  Vital  Statistics  are  based  on  the 
Population  of  a  District,  it  naturally  follows  that  when 
the  estimate  of  the  Population  is  at  fault,  the  Statistic 
are  probably  incorrect  also. 
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The  Census  was  taken  in  June,  1921,  and  gave  an 
actual  Population  of  145,001,  which  is  a  decrease  from  the 
Census  Population  of  1911  of  2,492. 


With  the  exception  of  the  actual  enumeration,  almost 
all  the  local  conditions  pointed  to  an  increase  instead  of  a 
decrease,  and  the  Pvegistrar  General  basing  his  calculations 
on  the  ascertained  particulars  of  temporary  residents  at 
health  resorts,  subsequently  increased  the  number  of  the 
Population  in  Oldham  to  148,300,  on  which  figure  the 
Statistics  for  the  year  are  estimated.  The  Populations  of 
the  various  wards  still  are  an  uncertain  number,  and  the 
Statistics  are  calculated  on  the  Census  figures,  and  as  the 
total  Census  Population  of  the  wards  is  3,299  below  the 
estimated  Population  of  the  town,  the  results  are  necessarily 
higher  than  the  actual  conditions.

HOSPITALS,  &c.  J 

The  following  are  the  Hopitals  and  allied  Institutions 
in  the  town  : — 

(1)  The  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary — This  Institution 
contains  129  beds  for  in-patients,  a  large  out-patient 
department,  and  a  fully  equipped  electrical  department. 
The  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  is  at  this  Institution. 

(2)  The  Poor  Law  Hospital — A  well  equipped 
Hospital,  for  Medical,  Surgical,  and  Maternity  Cases. 
Paying  patients  are  admitted  for  surgical  operations  and 
maternity,  the  fees  being  adjusted  according  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  patient. 

(3)  A  Voluntary  Nursing  Institution  for  the  supply 
of  Nurses,  and  patients  are  received  in  the  Nursing  Home 
for  treatment. 

(4)  A  Private  Nursing  Home  for  private  patients 
of  one  of  the  Surgeons  in  the  town. 

(5)  The  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  and 
Tuberculosis  Sanatorium. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  has  been  an  ample  supply  of  Water  during  thei 
year,  and  at  no  period  was  it  necessary  to  curtail  the 
supply,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  the* 
quality.  .4 
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The  Council  have  in  hand  a  scheme  for  obtaining  an 
additional  supply  for  the  Borough,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
he  successful,  and  remove  the  anxiety  of  a  shortage  of 
Water  for  a  number  of  years.  It  should  moreover,  if  the 
additional  supply  is  obtained,  remove  at  once  the  necessity 
for  constructing  insanitary  conveniences  because  of  the 
limited  supply  of  water. 


SEWAGE  WORKS. 

At  the  Sewage  Works  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
has  been  done  in  renewing,  improving  and  reconstructing 
the  older  Filter  Beds,  many  of  which  had  become  almost 
silted  up  and  useless  owing  to  prolonged  useage. 


Unemployment  schemes  were  approved  for  renovating 
some  of  the  beds  and  other  improvements,  the  chief  of  which 
has  been  the  construction  of  additional  humus  tanks  for 
the  removal  of  the  silt  contained  in  the  Sewage  after 
leaving  the  Filter  Beds.

The  Drying  Plant  (Grossman’s  Patent)  has  not  been 
put  into  work  again  owing  firstly  to  the  high  price  of 
coal  and. the  consequent  high  cost  of  working,  and  secondly 
to  the  excessive  cost  of  the  repairs  which  are  necessary  to 
put  it  in  working  order. 


It  may  here  briefly  be  recorded  that  except  for  the 
high  cost  of  working,  due  to  the  price  of  coal,  and  the  high 
cost  of  repairs,  the  plant  has  been  very  successful,  and 
when  the  time  becomes  opportune  may  again,  with 
improvements,  be  advantageously  brought  into  use.  During 
the  latter  years  of  the  War,  without  it,  it  would  have  been 
almost  impossible  to  have  continued  the  treatment  of  the 
Sewage  and  disposal  of  the  sludge. 
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Since  the  stoppage  of  the  plant,  the  sludge  has  been 
dealt  with  by  lagooning,  and  considerable  quantities  of  the 
consolidated  material  has  been  taken  by  farmers  for 
manuring  their  land. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  SCAVENGING. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  it  was  resolved  that 
the  work  of  providing  additional  closets  where  necessary 
should  be  proceeded  with,  and  about  200  notices  were 
issued  for  the  worst  cases.  A  deputation  of  property 
owners  came  before  the  Committee,  and  requested  that, 
owing  to  the  high  cost  of  providing  the  additional  accommo¬ 
dation,  both  in  respect  to  wages  and  materials,  these 
improvements  should  not  be  proceeded  with  for  the 
present,  and  the  Committee  decided  to  comply  with  the 
request,  and  leave  the  matter  in  abeyance  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  In  consequence,  out  of  229  notices  only  33  were 
complied  with.  This  would  seem  work  which  could  have 
absorbed  many  unemployed  men,  but  being  an  improvement 
of  private  property,  it.  is  considered  preferable  to  pay  men 
for  doing  nothing  rather  than  private  persons  (incidentally 
members  of  the  public)  should  benefit. 


The  same  remarks  refer  to  the  substitution  of  Ashcans 
for  Ashpits,  though  not  quite  to  the  same  extent,  as  144 
Ashpits  were  demolished  and  283  Ashcans  supplied  in  their 
place. 


There  are  still  in  the  Borough  1,070  Ashpits  to  be 
abolished,  and  2,030  Pail  Closets  to  be  converted,  and  the 
number  of  conveniences  are  as  follows  : —

LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  Common  Lodging-  Houses  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Police,  and  regularly  inspected  by  a  Special  Member 
of  the  force. 

The  Houses  let  as  Lodgings  and  Furnished  Rooms  are 

o  o 

all  inspected  monthly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
those  which  are  not  likely  to  be  kept  in  a  good  condition 
are  visited  two  or  three  times  a  month. 

During  the  year,  7,286  visits  of  inspection  have  been 
made  to  these  premises.  I  would  once  again  reiterate  my 
opinion,  that  powers  should  be  granted  to  prohibit  the 
letting  of  such  premises  as  lodgings  until  registration  has 
been  granted.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  houses,  the 
charging  of  exorbitant  rents  for  furnished  rooms  still 
continues,  and  unless  the  tenants  themselves  take  action, 
which  is  exceedingly  unlikely,  as  they  would  immediately 
be  ejected  from  their  “  so  called  home,”  there  seems  to  be  no 
way  of  checking  this  profiteering  of  the  very  poor,  which 
results  not  only  in  an  insufficiency  of  food,  but  in  some 
cases  in  immorality  in  order  to  raise  the  rent.  Many  of 
.these  houses  would  be  condemned  if  other  accommodation 
for  the  inhabitants  were  available. 

THEATRES,  &c. 

The  Sanitary  conveniences  at  the  various  Theatres, 
Picture  Houses,  &c.,  have  been  regularly  inspected  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  have  generally  been  found  in  a 
1 1;  satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Superintendent 
Schools  Medical  Officer,  and  a  separate  report  on  the  work 
in  connection  with  the  Schools  has  been  issued. 

FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

(a)  Milk  Shoes. 

The  Milk  Supply  of  the  Borough  comes  mainly  from 
farms  in  the  surrounding  counties,  the  farm  dairies  within 
the  Borough  only  numbering  45. 

There  are  besides  these  farm  dairies,  263  shops  regis¬ 
tered  for  the  sale  of  Milk,  being  an  increase  in  number  over 
the  previous  year  of  61.  All  these  premises  are  regularly 
inspected.  No  applications  have  been  received  for  the 
registration  of  persons  for  the  sale  of  Grade  A  or  Sterilized 
Milk,  &c. 

There ,  are  two  distributing  firms,  which  do  a  large 
business  in  Cleaned,  Sterilized  and  Bottled  Milk,  one  with 
premises  in  the  town,  and  the  other  just  outside  the 
Borough  boundary.

There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  disease  associated  with 
the  Milk  Supply  during  the  year. 

(b)  Bakehouses. 

There  are  264.  Bakehouses  registered  in  the  Borough,  an 
increase  of  five  over  the  previous  year.  During  the  year 
658  visits  of  inspection  were  paid,  and  ]  9  Notices  for  defects 
were  served,  14  of  which  were  complied  with  before  the 
close  of  the  year.  There  still  remains  23  cellar  Bakehouses 
in  the  Borough. 

(c)  Slaughter  Houses. 

These  are  all  annually  licensed  and  are  personally 
visited  by  myself  before  the  licence  is  renewed.  They  are 
also  under  regular  and  frequent  inspection  by  the  Food 
Inspectors. 

The  number  of  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Borough  is  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year,  viz  :  40.  There  are  three 
large  wholesale  Slaughter  Houses,  two  large  ones  connected 
with  the  two  Co-operative  Stores,  and  the  remainder  are 
small  private  places  connected  with  butcher’s  shops. 

There  is  no  public  Abbatoir  in  the  town. 

The  Meat  Shops,  Fish  Shops  and  Vegetable  Shops  are 
all  regularly  visited,  the  following  being  the  number  ot

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HOUSING. 

The  demand  for  houses  does  not  show  any  decrease 
from  the  previous  year,  and  a  large  number,  suitable  for 
working  class  families  are  required  in  the  Borough.  It  is 
hoped  that  now  that  the  price  of  building  has  lessened,  a 
larger  number  may  be  erected.  The  tendency  of  private 
builders  at  present  seems  to  be,  however,  to  erect  better 
class  houses,  beyond  the  means  of  the  artisan. 

During  the  year  the  Corporation  have  completed  300 
houses,  and  private  builders  have  erected  18,  making  a 
total  of  318.  This  total  raises  the  number  erected  in  the 
Borough  since  the  year  1918,  to  a  total  of  379,  not  much 
more  than  one  third  the  minimum  estimated  to  be  required 
and  insisted  on  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  year  1919. 

In  addition  to  new  houses  required  to  supply  the 
deficiency,  a  number  are  required  to  replace  those  known  to 
be  unsuitable  for  habitation  and  incapable  of  proper  repair. 
No  measures  were  taken  during  the  year  to  close. these,  as 
the  tenants  if  removed  would  find  it  almost  impossible  to 
obtain  another  house,  and  it  was  considered  that  even  a 
defective  roof  was  better  than  none  at  all,  and  only  four 
houses  were  voluntarily  closed.

During  the  year  considerable  progress  has  been  made 
towards  the  clearance  of  one  slum  area  in  the  Borough  by 
a  scheme  of  entire  reconstruction,  and  each  house  in  the  area 
has  been  surveyed.  The  Corporation  have  provisionally 
approved  of  the  scheme  and  report,  which  was  submitted 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  during  the  present 
year  the  Official  Representation  will  be  made,  and  the 
sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  asked  for.  The  area 
contains  283  houses. 

The  complete  Inspection  of  Houses  in  the  Borough  is 
gradually  being  proceeded  with.  The  number  thus  inspected 
during  the  year  being  4,926. 

The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  houses 
inspected,  and  the  conditions  found  since  the  Housing  Act 
came  into  force  : —

FACTORIES  and  WORKSHOPS. 

Factories — The  inspection  of  Factories  is  confined  : — 
1.  To  the  Mill  Reservoirs.  Very  few  mills  now  use  sewer 
water  for  condensing  purposes,  and  consequently 
very  few  nuisances  have  occurred 
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2.  Smoke  observations  of  the  amount  of  black  smoke 
emitted  from  the  chimneys,  this  is  dealt  with  under 
a  later  heading. 

3.  The  provision  of  efficient  fire  escapes,  when  com¬ 
plained  of  or  reported  by  the  Factory  Inspectors. 

4.  The  removal  of  nuisances  complained  of  or  reported 
by  the  Factory  Inspectors. 

Workshops — These  are  regularly  inspected  by  the 
District  Inspectors.  There  are  on  the  Register  571  Work¬ 
shops,  or  two  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  1,022  visits 
of  inspection  were  paid  to  them,  and  49  notices  were  served 
for  the  removal  of  defects.  These  defects  are  recorded  in 
Table  25.

STAFF. 

The  Staff,  except  for  the  special  departments  of  Infant 
Welfare  and  Tuberculosis,  shows  little  variation,  except 
for  the  change  of  personel,  from  pre-war  days,  and 
besides  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  also  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  and  Superintendant  Schools  Medical  Officer,  consists 
of  the  Chief  Inspector,  who  is  also  Food  Inspector,  an  Assistant 
Food  Inspector,  and  six  District  Inspectors.  The  Office 
Staff  consists  of  a  Chief  Clerk,  four  Assistant  Clerks,  and  a 
Typist,  and  there  are  two  Disinfectors. 

One  of  the  Assistant  Clerks  is  almost  entirely  engaged 
in  keeping  the  Housing  Records,  which  are  necessary  under 
the  1909  Act. 

In  the  Tuberculosis  Department,  since  taking  over  the 
administration  from  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Committee,  the  Staff  consists  of  the  Assistant  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  one  Clerk,  and  one  Nurse,  while  the  Secretary  of 
the  National  Insurance  Committee  was  appointed  as 
Ad  visory  Secretary  with  regard  to  the  Finances.  The 
Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  also  Deputy  Medical 

Officer  of  Health.

In  the  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Department 
there  is  a  Medical  Officer  giving  half-time  to  this  work, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  a  Superintendent 
Nurse  (also  Inspector  of  Midwives)  and  an  Assistant  for 
the  Town  Hall  Centre  and  Clinic,  and  six  District  Health 
Visitors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1022. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report  of 
the  work  done  by  your  staff  of  Inspectors  during  the  year. 

Contagious  Diseases. — There  was  one  case  of  Parasitic 
Mange  during  the  year,  this  being  reported  by  the  owner 
of  the  animal.  We  had  four  outbreaks  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Two  of  the  out¬ 
breaks  were  reported  by  farmers,  the  other  two  were  found 
in  Slaughter  houses  by  the  Meat  Inspector. 

Food  Inspection. — The  visits  to  premises  where  food 
is  prepared  or  deposited  for  sale  numbered  13,569.  In  the 
previous  year  14,446  were  paid.  As  a  result  of  these  visits, 
almost  18  tons  of  diseased  or  unsound  food  were  destroyed, 
the  whole  of  which  was  surrendered  by  the  owners. 

During  the  year  47  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  animals 
were  reported,  in  addition  39  cases  were  found,  making* a 
total  of  86  cases,  of  these  39  cases  occurred  in  cattle  and 
47  in  swine. 

Slaughter  Houses.- -We  began  the  year  with  40 
Slaughter  Houses  on  the  register,  none  were  lapsed  or  newly 
licensed  during  the  year. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — These  have  not  been  visited 
as  often  as  I  had  intended.  Owing*  to  several  outbreaks  of 
Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  I  did 
not  think  it  wise  to  go  from  farm  to  farm. 
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Samples  of  Foods  and  Drugs.— During  the  year  1S7 
samples  were  obtained  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and 
seven  samples  were  purchased  informally,  a  total  of  194 
samples,  which  were  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst 

Smoke  Inspection. — During  the  year  1,452  obser¬ 
vations  were  made.  In  six  cases  the  limit  was  exceeded, 
and  in  seven  cases  the  limit  was  approached.  The  cases 
where  the  limit  had  been  exceeded  were  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee  and  dealt  with  as  follows  : — two  were 
adjourned  for  three  months,  and  one  for  two  months,  with 
the  understanding  that  no  further  action  would  be  taken 
provided  the  limit  was  not  exceeded  in  the  meantime.  In 
three  cases  a  legal  notice  was  served. 

Inspection  Of  Nuisances. — During  the  year  4,351 
notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  In 
connection  with  these  nuisances  16,126  re-visits  were 
paid  during  the  year. 

Demolition  Of  Ashpits  — During  the  year  144  Ashpits 
have  been  demolished,  and  283  dustbins  substituted. 
Owing  to  the  very  high  price  of  materials,  this  work  has  been 
held  in  abeyance,  except  where  the  Ashpits  were  defective, 
or  an  owner  was  desirous  of  making  the  conversion. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  provision  of  additional 
closets  for  houses  insufficiently  provided  for,  has  not  been 
pressed  owing  to  the  prevailing  high  prices.  Thirty 
additional  closets  were  provided  during  the  year.  Three 
additional  closets  were  provided  for  workshops. 

House  Inspection. — During  the  year  4,926  houses 
were  inspected  under  the  Town  Planning  Acts.  A  notice 
to  cleanse  was  served  on  110  occupiers,  103  notices  were 
complied  with  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  of 
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houses  found  defective  amounted  to  854,  of  these  798  were 
repaired  during  the  year.  Twenty-one  notices  were  served 
for  overcrowding,  18  of  which  were  complied  with  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Houses-Let-in-LodgingS.-— During  the  year  7,280 
visits  were  paid,  resulting  in  90  notices  to  cleanse,  79 
notices  for  repairs,  four  notices  for  overcrowding,  and  five 
notices  for  the  separation  of  sexes  ;  a  total  of  184  notices. 
Of  these,  174  notices  were  complied  with  before  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases — The  number  of  visits  paid 
amounted  to  1,182,  an  increase  of  27  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  In  addition,  G3  visits  were  paid  to  cases  of 
Consumption,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  for  disinfection 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
great  assistance  I  have  received  from  all  the  members  of 
the  staff,  and  to  yourself  for  your  confidence  and  support.

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

Statistics  with  regard  to  the  smoke  observations  are 
tabulated  in  Tables  28-31. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  observations  taken 
during  the  year  somewhat  exceeds  those  taken  in  the 
previous  year 
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In  all  cases  where  the  limit  of  black  smoke  allowed  is 
exceeded,  the  firm  is  reported  to  the  Health  Committee, 
who  deal  with  the  matter.  The  results  are  to  be  found  in 
Table  30,  no  prosecutions  were  ordered.  In  cases  where  the 
limit  is  nearly  approached  an  official  letter  is  sent  by  the 
Medical  Officer  to  the  firm,  drawing  attention  to  the 
excessive  emission,  and  giving  them  an  opportunity  of 
enquiring  into  the  cause  and  obviating  future  offences. 

The  limit  allowed  under  which  no  prosecution  is  taken 
is  a  very  liberal  one,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

For  1  or  2  boilers  in  use  2  minutes  black  smoke  in  a  half 

hour’s  observation. 

For  3  boilers  in  use  3  minutes  do.  do.  do. 

For  4  or  more  boilers  in  use  4  minutes  do.  do. 

I  understand  electricity  is  being  used  for  power  more 
and  more  extensively  in  the  Borough,  and  that  prospective 
applications  will  necessitate  a  considerable  extension  of  the 
works.  Its  use  for  power  and  lighting,  and  the  use  of  gas 
or  smokeless  fuel  for  heating  purposes,  will  enable  future 
generations  in  Oldham  to  see  the  sun  more  frequently  than 
the  present  one,  and  undoubtedly  improve  the  health  of 
the  community,  and  lessen  to  a  very  considerable  extent  the 
damage  and  the  extra  work  caused  by  the  smoke  pall 
which  too  frequently  covers  us. 

PUBLIC  ACTS  AND  BYE-LAWS.

Nine  deaths  were  attributed  to  Syphilis.

The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases  is 
the  same  as  in  previous  years,  and  every  case  except 
Influenza  and  Syphilis  are  visited  and  kept  under  obser¬ 
vation  by  a  member  of  the  staff  until  recovery  and 
disinfection  has  taken  place. 

Of  the  cases  of  Measles  947  were  school  children,  and 
130  children  under  school  age. 
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SMALL- POX. 

Though  in  several  years,  since  the  big  epidemic  in 
1902-1900,  Small-pox  has  found  its  way  into  the  Borough, 
the  year  1922  is  the  first  since  the  above  years  in  which  it 
assumed  an  epidemic  nature.  Although  the  notifications! i 
only  numbered  50,  there  were  four  other  cases  which  were 
found  after  recovery  had  taken  place  and  in  a  non- infectious 
condition,  and  together  with  three  other  missed  cases  were! 
responsible  for  many  of  the  cases. 

It  is  almost  certain  that  there  were  other  mild  cases 
which  were  never  discovered,  and  who  infected  isolated  cases 
for  which  no  origin  was  found. 

The  type  of  the  disease  was  exceedingly  mild  in  mos 
cases,  and  there  were  no  deaths,  though  two  or  three  of  tk 
cases  had  very  narrow  escapes  of  this. 

The  disease  occurred  in  persons  of  all  ages,  with  thi 
marked  difference,  that  no  case  came  to  our  knowledge  i 
a  person  under  the  age  of  30  who  had  been  vaccinate 
previous  to  contact  with  a  case,  while  there  were  32  cast 
in  unvaccinated  persons  under  this  age,  over  this  age  thei 
were  17  cases  in  vaccinated  persons  and  five  in  un vaccinate; 

The  incidence  in  one  family  is  worth  recording — the 
were  11  people  in  the  house,  three  adults — father,  mothe 
and  aunt,  and  eight  children  all  under  the  age  of  16,  tl 
mother  and  aunt  were  the  only  vaccinated  persons  in  tl 
family. 

The  disease  was  introduced  by  a  school  boy  of  elev 
years  of  age,  who  was  away  from  school  with  “  Eczema 
the  Face/’  and  the  disease  was  not  recognised  until  he  h 
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infected  the  father  and  the  other  seven  children  in  the 
family,  the  vaccinated  mother  and  aunt  being  the  only 
two  who  did  not  contract  the  disease.  The  infant,  aged 
two  weeks,  was  vaccinated  at  once,  but  on  the  eleventh 
day  afterwards  broke  out  with  a  Small-pox  rash,  the  rash 
however,  though  profuse,  did  not  go  beyond  the  papular 
stage,  and  in  less  than  a  week  had  disappeared,  leaving  no 
mark. 


Contacts. — The  54  cases  occurred  in  22  houses,  in 
which  there  were  122  persons,  68  of  whom  did  not  contract 
the  d  isease.  The  vaccination  history  of  the  68  is  as 
follows  : —

Besides  the  mildness  of  the  disease,  a  marked  feature 
was  the  prolongation  of  the  incubation  period,  which  in 
one  case  extended  to  17  days  after  contact.

As  a  preventive  measure,  Chicken-pox  was  made 
notifiable  in  May  for  a  period  of  six  months,  but  previous  to 
this,  the  school  teachers  had  notified  all  cases  coming  to 
their  knowledge.

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The  epidemic  first  commenced  in  February,  and  in  May, 
June  and  July,  there  was  an  epidemic  also  of  Chicken-pox, 
and  about  300  cases  were  notified.  As  not  only  every  case 
of  Small-pox  and  every  case  of  Chicken-pox  has  to  be 
visited  at  least  once,  and  every  known  contact  visited  every 
day  during  the  possible  eruption  period  by  a  member  of 
the  medical  staff,  the  extra  work  entailed  was  very 
considerable,  and  I  must  express  my  greatest  appreciation 
of  the  energy  and  keenness  with  which  Dr.  Paul  followed 
up  the  cases  and  possible  contacts,  as  well  as  the  accuracy 
of  his  diagnosis.  With  the  exception  of  one  person,  who  was 
removed  for  observation,  and  not  for  Small-pox,  every  case 
admitted  to  hospital  proved  to  be  Small-pox,  and  no 
case  of  this  disease  was  left  at  home  in  error.  A  complete 
history  of  the  outbreak  was  compiled  by  Dr.  Paul,  and 
published  in  the  “  Medical  Officer”  of  October  21st. 

The  introduction  of  this  disease  in  at  least  one  instance 
was  from  the  West  Ridiim  of  Yorkshire  where  the  disease 

O 

was  prevalent. 

Several  men  who  had  been  in  close  contact  with  cases  in 
this  town  and  adjoining  districts  and  who  escaped  the 
disease  had  been  vaccinated  while  in  the  Army.  One  man 
had  spent  the  week-end  in  an  adjoining  district  with  his 
fiancee,  who  was  ill  in  bed  with  Small-pox.  The  Army 
vaccination  undoubtedly  prevented  a  much  greater  extension 
of  the  disease. 

There  was  no  indication  at  all  that  the  disease  was 
introduced  by  raw  cotton. 

The  cost  of  the  epidemic  to  the  town  was  considerably 

over  £1,000.

SCARLET  FEVER. 


Although  the  cases  of  this  disease  were  somewhat  fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year,  the  disease  was  very  prevalent, 
and  no  less  than  610-  cases,  against  725  in  1921,  were 
notified.  A  considerable  number  of  the  cases  were  adults, 
and  in  several  of  these  the  disease  was  of  a  very  severe 
type  and  caused  a  high  percentage  of  deaths. 

Among  school  children  the  disease  was  usually  of  a  very 
mild  type,  and  the  deaths  in  this  age  period  from  5  to  15 
years,  was  less  than  one  half  (0*48)  per  cent.  There  is 
very  little  doubt  that  this  mildness  contributed  to  the 
spread  of  the  disease  by  some  cases  being  entirely  over¬ 
looked. 

The  disease  was  somewhat  more  prevalent  in  the  southern 
portion  of  the  town  (Holl inwood,  Hartford,  St.  Paul’s  and 
Westwood  Wards)  than  in  the  remainder  of  the  town. 

The  case  rate  of  Scarlet  Fever  per  1,000  living  in 
England  and  Wales  was  2*85,  that  for  Oldham  4*13.  The 
deaths  during  the  year  totalled  to  eight,  and  one  of  the  cases 
notified,  died  after  the  year  ended,  giving  a  death  percent¬ 
age  among  the  cases  notified  of  1^  per  cent. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  of  this  disease  during  the u 
year  was  89,  the  lowest  number  for  the  past  three  years, 
and  the  deaths  among  these  cases  were  12,  compared 
with  9  in  the  previous  year.  The  attack  rate  of  this  i ] 
disease  for  England  and  Wales  was  1*37,  and  for  Oldham  i 
0  576  per  1,000,  less  than  one  half  that  for  the  remainder h| 
of  the  Country. 

Of  the  twelve  deaths,  ten  were  in  children  under  the 
ao,e  of  one  year,  giving  a  death  rate  of  25  percent.  Several 
of  the  cases  admitted  to  Westhulme,  arrived  in  almost  a 
moribund  state.  I  regret  to  record  that  Antitoxin  is  not 
used  with  the  promptitude  which  is  desirable  in  all  instances. I! 
The  result  of  the  Swab  Culture  is  often  waited  for  before 
the  Antitoxin  is  injected,  instead  of  being  used  at  once, 
when  Diphtheria  is  indicated. 

When  used  on  the  first  day  of  the  disease,  the  death 
rate  is  practically  nil.  The  delay  of  parents  and  others  in 
sending  for  medical  advice  in  throat  symptoms,  is  also 
responsible  for  some  of  the  fatal  cases. 

With  the  exception  of  ClarksSeld  Ward,  where  there 
were  18  cases,  the  cases  were  distributed  fairly  equally  over 
the  town.  Contrary  to  the  usual  experience,  the  cases 
were  below  the  average  in  those  Wards  where  Scarlet 
Fever  was  most  prevalent. 

TYPHOID  or  ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Five  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year,  and  three  of  these  cases  ended  fatally. 

The  attack  rate  for  Oldham  was  0  03.  and  that  for 

* 

England  and  Wales  0  06  per  J  000. 
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Four  of  the  cases  were  in  one  house.  The  first  case,  an 
adult,  commenced  to  be  ill  at  the  end  of  March,  but  was 
not  notified  until  the  beginning  of  May,  when  the  other 
members  of  the  family  became  ill.  The  fifth  case  was  also 
notified  early  in  May,  but  was  not  known  to  have  any 
connection  with  the  other  cases. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Out  of  the  15  cases,  seven  were  notified  from  the 
Oldham  Union,  and  full  particulars  were  not  obtained. 
Some  of  these  were  sent  in  from  districts  outside  Oldham. 

Three  of  the  other  eight  cases  were  associated  with  the 
practice  of  one  of  the  Midwives,  one  case  in  September  and 
two  in  November.  Full  enquiries  were  made  and  the 
necessary  measures  taken. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA  AND 
CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

Only  one  case  of  Encephalitis  was  notified  during  the 
year,  which  did  not  end  fatally.  The  patient  notified  was 
a  child  aged  five  years,  and  she  had  completely  recovered 
in  about  six  weeks. 

No  case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  or  of  Infantile 
Paralysis  was  reported. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Forty-eight  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Except 
where  the  cases  are  directly  under  the  care  of  a  Medical 
Practitioner,  they  are  all  kept  under  supervision  until 
cured. 
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Each  certificated  Midwife  is  supplied  with  Argentum  I 

Collosol  for  application  to  the  eyes  of  the  newly  born.

No  case  of  blindness  was  known  to  have  resulted  from 
this  disease  during  the  year. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

The  Scheme  for  treating  these  diseases  has  received 
practically  no  alteration  from  the  previous  year. 

The  four  Assistant  Surgeons  carry  out  the  treatment  at 
the  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary,  one  of  them  being  the 
responsible  V.  D.  Officer,  the  others  acting  as  Assistants.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Scheme  which  was  adopted  in  1914  and  which  has 
continued  since  that  year,  has  been  the  basis  of  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  1922. 

This  staff  consists  of  the  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
one  clerk,  and  one  nurse.  The  M.O.H.  is  Tuberculosis 
Officer.  The  general  office  for  Sanatorium  work  is  on  the 
Health  Office  premises,  and  the  town  joins  with,  the  County 
Council  in  providing  the  Dispensary,  being  used  on  different 
days  by  each  authority.

GENERAL  DISEASES. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  nearly  all  the 
principal  respiratory  diseases  claimed  a  higher  toll. 
Bronchitis  293  deaths  against  247  ;  Pneumonia  173  against 
176  ;  and  Phthisis  142  against  122.  There  were  224  deaths 
from  Heart  Disease  compared  with  222. 

Cancer  was  given  as  the  cause  of  death  in  179  cases, 
compared  with  152  in  1921  and  169  in  1920.  While  there 
were  only  nine  deaths  ascribed  to  Venereal  Disease, 
there  were  20  credited  to  Insanity  and  General  Paralysis 
of  the  Insane,  which  is  generally  associated  with  it. 
Alcoholism  was  directly  the  cause  of  one  death,  and  15 
occurred  from  Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver,  usually  resulting  from 
Alcoholism,  while  some  of  the  accidents  were  closely 
associated. 
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Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare. 


During  the  year  practically  no  alterations,  except  a  change 
of  some  members  of  the  staff,  have  been  made  from  previous 
years.  Briefly  the  town  is  divided  into  six  Districts,  each 
of  two  wards,  and  there  are  six  Health  Visitors,  one  in 
charge  of  each  District.  There  is  in  each  District,  one 
Infant  Welfare  Centre,  open  one  afternoon  each  week, 
under  the  charge  of  the  Health  Visitor,  with  the  exception 
of  Hollinwood  where  there  is  a  Sub-centre,  the  work  of 
whicli  a  voluntary  Health  Visitor  mainly  carries  out.  The 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  attends  each  centre  alternate 
weeks  for  consultation  and  advice. 

There  is  also  a  Centre  adjoining  the  Health, Office  which 
is  open  daily,  and  is  under  the  charge  of  a  Superintendent 
Nurse.  The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  attends  on  alternate 
Monday  afternoons,  and  on  most  mornings  at  10-0  a.m.  for 
consultation,  both  for  infants  and  expectant  mothers. 
There  is  also  an  Infant  Clinic  attached,  where  such  minor 
ailments  as  do  not  require  medical  treatment  can  be  attended 
to.  Any  case  requiring  medical  treatment  is  sent  on  to  the 
private  Medical  Attendant,  the  Infirmary  or  elsewhere  as 
.  necessary. 

Dried  Milk  Supplies  are  kept  at  this  Centre  for  sale  to 
those  regularly  attending  the  Centres,  or  for  free  distri¬ 
bution  to  cases  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  after 
enquiry,  has  sanctioned  the  free  grant.

Free  Milk — A  scale  of  income  has  been  fixed,  above 

which  no  free  milk  is  allowed.  The  scale  is  fixed  for  a  free 

supply  when  below  a  certain  sum,  or  at  half-price  when 

slightly  above  this  figure.  Each  application  must  be  made 

on  a  printed  form  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the 
• 

income  scale  is  fixed  on  a  certain  sum  per  head  of  the 
family  after  deduction  of  the  rent.  Either  fresh  milk  is 
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supplied  from  one  of  the  milk  sellers,  or  dried  milk  from 
the  Centre,  and  no  supply  is  granted  for  longer  than  a 
month,  without  a  fresh  application  and  renewed  enquiry. 
Owing  to  the  amount  of  unemployment  and  short  time  the 
applications  show  a  tendency  to  increase,  either  through 
unemployment  or  through  short  time  bringing  the  wage 
below  the  limit. 

The  total  cost  of  the  free  milk  supply  during  the  financial 
year  was  £433  14s.  Od. 

Infantile  Mortality — The  rate  this  year  shows  a 
slight  decrease  compared  with  the  year  1921,  being  10G 
instead  of  109  per  1,000  births.  Though  this  rate  is  much 
less  than  two-thirds  of  what  used  to  be  the  annual  Infant 
Mortality  rate  in  Oldham,  it  has  not  decreased  to  the  same 
extent  as  many  other  large  towms,  and  is  a  long  way  above 
the  average  of  residential  towns.

During  the  year  the  practice  has  been  started  again  of 
taking  a  few  Marasmic  or  Wasting  Babies  into  Westhulme 

c")  O 

Hospital,  but  there  has  not  been  room  for  more  than  four  or 
five  at  a  time.  The  rapid  improvement  under  proper  food 
and  open  air  life  of  these  infants  has  been  really  remarkable, 
and  fully  warrants  an  extension  of  this  work  by  devoting  a 
small  babies’  pavilion  to  it. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  who  is 
a  trained  Midwife  undertakes  also  the  general  inspection  of 
the  Midwives  in  the  Borough,  reporting  any  measures  which 
require  attention  to  the  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  two  Midwives  died,  two  ceased  to 
practise,  one  left  the  town,  and  four  who  reside  outside  the 
town  did  not  apply  to  be  placed  on  the  list  of  those 
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practising  in  Oldham.  Seven  new  Midwives  gave  notice 
of  their  intention  of  practising,  thus  leaving  36  on  the  list 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  two  less  than  in  1921.  The 
qualifications  are  as  follows  : — C.M.B. Certificate  26  ; 
St.  Mary’s  Hospital  (Manchester)  Certificate  2 ;  Untrained  8. 

The  usual  fee  charged  is  35s.  Od.,  and  occasionally  £2, 
though  a  few  of  the  untrained  charge  a  lower  fee.  Out  of 
the  2,838  births  2,107  were  notified  by  Midwives,  506  by 
Parents  or  Doctors,  leaving  225  which  were  not  notified. 
152  still -births  were  also  notified. 

Medical  aid  was  sought  by  Mid  wives  in  245  cases,  and 
62  claims  were  made  by  the  Doctors  summoned,  for  fees 
amounting  to  £105  12s.  Od.  The  unemployment  and ^ 
short  time  has  prevented  many,  who  were  expected  to 
repay  this  fee,  from  doing  so,  and  the  repayments  during 
the  financial  year  only  amounted  to  £53  Is.  6d.,  and  this 
sum  includes  repayments  for  arrears  in  previous  years.

This  is  the  General  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  for  the 
Town,  and  infectious  cases  are  also  received  from  the 
Guardians,  and  from  the  surrounding  Urban  Districts  of 
Chadderton,  Royton,  Crompton,  Lees  and  Failsworth,  and 
occasionally  from  the  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lvne.

Two  great  improvements  in  the  administration  of  the 
Hospital  have 'occurred  during  the  year. 

The  new  nurse’s  home  for  twenty  nurses  has  been 
completed,  and  was  opened  in  May.  The  nursing  staff  has 
now  been  placed  in  comfortable  circumstances,  and  each  one 
has  a  separate  bedroom,  which  had  not  previously  been  the 
case,  and  the  release  of  several  rooms  in  the  administrative 
block,  has  given  the  domestic  staff  additional  accommo¬ 
dation,  and  furnished  rooms  for.  a  Resident  Medical  Officer, 
and  when  Dr.  DuPre  resigned,  the  first  resident,  Dr. 
Marj  orie  Harris  was  appointed.  In  taking  the  place  of 
Dr.  DuPre,  she  will  carry  out  the  same  work — half  the 
time  being  allocated  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  other  half  to 
Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Work.  An  improvement 
has  been  also  made  in  the  Scarlet  Wards  by  the  provision 
of  two  small  Wards,  for  the  reception  of  operation,  septic, 
or  private  cases. 

The  Hospital  which  through  the  War  had  got  into  a 
very  delapidated  state,  is  gradually  being  renovated  and 
brought  up  to  a  proper  standard,

This  Hospital,  formerly  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  is  now 
U9ed  as  a  Sanatorium.  It  is  situated  in  the  hills,  just 
within  the  Borough  Boundary,  at  1,050  feet  above  the  sea 
level. 

There  are  22  beds  for  early  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  generally  the  patients  do  exceedingly 
well. 


The  Hospital  is  very  delapidated,  and  is  not  weather 
proof,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  it  will  hold  together  much 
longer.  The  Committee  are  very  anxious  to  erect  a  new 
Sanatorium,  but  up  to  quite  recently  the  sanction  has  been 
withheld  by  the 
writing  however,  sanction  for  a  limited  scheme  has  been 
given,  and  it  is  hoped  building  operations  will  shortly  be 
commenced. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  during  the  year  was  72, 
and  15  patients  were  in  the  Hospital  on  January  1st, 
making  a  total  of  87  treated  during  the  year. 


Ministry  of  Health.  At  the  time  of 
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Racefield  Hospital 

(Chadderton,  Roy  ton  and  Crompton  Joint  Hospital  Board) 

This  is  now  the  Small-pox  Hospital  for  Oldham,  as  well 
as  the  above  District.  When  not  required  for  Small-pox 
it  is  used  by  the  County  Authority  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 
As  it  was  occupied  by  these  patients  when  Small-pox  broke 
out  in  the  Borough,  all  the  earlier  cases  of  this  disease  were 
removed  to  Ashton-under-Lyne  Small -pox  Hospital,  which 
is  not  far  outside  the  Oldham  Boundary.  This  Hospital 
would  quite  well  have  accommodated  all  our  cases,  but  at 
the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Racefield  Hospital 
was  emptied,  and  the  later  cases  of  Small-pox  removed  to 
it.  Considerable  extra  expense  was  incurred  by  the 
Borough  through  this  change.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


It  was  hoped  last  year  that  correct  estimates  of  the 
population  would  allow  more  accurate  Statistics  to  be 
calculated,  owing  however  to  the  doubtful  figures  relating 
to  the  various  Ward  populations,  correct  calculations  are 
still  impossible,  and  the  various  rates  are  calculated  on 
the  actual  census  figures,  which  being  probably  lower  than 
the  true  populations,  necessarily  give  a  higher  rate  than 
the  correct  one. 

Births — The  Births  this  year  are  301  fewer  than  in 
v  the  previous  year,  and  were  2,835.  There  were  123  more 
males  born  than  females.  This  number  of  births  gives  a 
rate  for  the  Borough  of  19*3  per  1,000  persons,  compared 
with  21*3  in  1921,  and  23*6  in  1920.  The  average  for  the 
past  five  years  was  177,  this  low  rate  being  due  to  the 
low  rates  during  the  latter  years  of  the  War. 

As  regards  the  various  Wards,  high  rates  occurred  in 
Waterhead,  Mumps,  Hollinwood  and  St.  Marys,  all  over 
23  per  1,000,  while  in  Westwood  the  rate  was  24*2  per 
1,000.  The  lowest  rates  were  in  St.  Peters,  Werneth, 
St.  Paul’s  and  Clarksfield,  where  the  rates  are  only  a  little 
over  16  per  1,000.  Have  the  inhabitants  of  these  Wards 
onlv  two-thirds  the  virility  of  those  in  the  former  ones  ? 

Deaths — The  Deaths  in  the  Borough  numbered  2,332, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  15  8,  compared  with  14*8  in  1921, 
and  15*0  in  1920,  and  an  average  for  the  past  five  years  of 
16*6  per  1,000  persons.  These  three  years  have  the  lowest 
rates  recorded  in  the  Borough.  The  natural  increase  or 
the  increase  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  503 
persons,  compared  with  958  in  the  previous  year.
